Three hundred dollars more than the estimated cost was 
expended on Main street. It did not appear right to stop 
in front of the hotel, making an abrupt and unsightly termi- 
nation on the most public street in town. The improvement 
has well paid for the extra outlay. 

On Liberty street, in making as nearly as possible one 
grade, much extra expense was necessarily incurred in grad- 
ing the sidewalks, removing trees, and putting up a bank 
wall, all of which was required to put the street in proper 
shape. It is now finished to the railroad, leaving about 15 
rods to be graded and graveled. 

No other streets will cost as much for grading and grav- 
eling as the streets above named. All others are very near 
the proper grade, and will require little shaping before the 
gravel is put on 2453 loads of gravel have been used during 
the year, making over two miles of new road. 
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Now as to material in the future. Four years ago a 
piece of road was made of all stone fora foundation. It has 
given perfect satisfaction. I am more and more of the 
opinion that stone is the best and cheapest material, rightly 
used, the cost being not much, if any, greater than gravel, of 
the bulk of which a large part is not needed, making unnec- 
essary cost for carting. It is also very difficult to find such 
gravel as will make good road, without carting it a long dis- 
tince. By using screened stone, or gravel, more labor and 
less teaming will be required; one load of the screened will 
cover as much space as two of the kind we have been using, 
as it has to be much thicker. Soil out of which plenty of 
stone can.be screened can readily be found in almost any 
locality near where it is wanted, but it is very hard to find a 
perfect material, such as we have used in the past. 

The towns now making the best roads at thé smallest 
possible outlay, are using stone, own their own teams, hire 
their labor by the month, and board their laborers at. their 
almshouses.. Two teams owned by our town will save at 
least $600 a vear, that being the difference between owning 
and hiring our teams. During the seven years I have had 
the care of our roads not one dollar has been paid for repairs 
on any of our graveled road. 


The improved condition of! our highways is’ attracting 
the attention of people visiting this section during the sum- 
mer months, and, if we take no backward step, is sure before 
very long to give us substantial returns in population and 
wealth. 


I wish to thank those vf our citizens who have so 
promptly and kindly reported defects noticed by them in the 
highways, some of whom have taken especial pains to do so.

It will be apparent from the foregoing report, that the 
appropriations for all purposes, except for our roads, have been 
sufficient, with other legitimate credits, to meet the pay- 
ments required during the year. 

It is the opinion of your selectmen that the present plan 
of working our roads is giving the best results ever reached 
in that direction and should by all means be continued. We 
have now a degree of experience in our néw methods which 
will each year produce better results with the certainty of 
gradually lessening expenditures. 

We would again recommend the expediency of giving 
a discount of not less than six per cent. on all taxes paid on 
or before the 15th of October, after which date interest at the 
rate of six per cent. to be added to all unpaid taxes. The 
effect of the vote of last year was to defer to a great extent 
the payment of taxes to Jan. Ist.

LESS 


In compliance with the law and custom, I respectfully 
present my annual report for the school year 1886-7, ending 
Hebi; VES Ss: 

At the annual meeting in March, the Board organized 
by the choice of John E. Pratt, M. D., chairman; Chas. Dil- 
lingham, Secretary and Superintendent; Messrs. Pratt, 
Stevens and Dillingham, committee in charge of the High 
school and text-books. J. H. Stevens was subsequently chos- 
en purchasing agent and custodian of books and_ supplies. 
The School Board consists of nine members, three of whom 
are chosen annually for three years. The term of the fol- 
lowing members expires in March, 1887, viz: Sarah T. Mc- 
Laughlin, Henry W. Goodspeed and William C. Chipman. 

A general exhibit of the number of schools and teach- 
ers, of the enrollment and attendance of the pupils, is given 
in the following statistics:

School Buildings. 

With two exceptions, all the school buildings are com- 
paratively new and in good condition, although those at 
Spring Hill and. Scorton require constant repairs to keep 
them so. These show conclusively the false economy of put- 
ting out by contract such work to the lowest bidder. The 
building on School St. will require considerable outlay the 
coming year. It should be painted on the outside, the ceil- 
ings of all the rooms and halls whitened, andthe walls either 
painted or kalsomined in colors that will be agreeable to the 
eye. The lower front room, intermediate, should be reseated, 
with single desks, those now in the room. having been used 
more than forty years, are very much defaced, and many of 
them too low for the health and comfort of the children. I 
advise the reseating of this room be done during the Spring 
vacation. 

The ceiling and walls of the West Primary room should 
also be whitened and painted. The above are all the repairs 
that are urgent and will require an outlay of $200 or $250. 
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General Condition of the Schools. 


I am pleased to report that our schools are making sub- 
stantial progress. As usual at the close of the school year 
some of our teachers were induced to resign their positions 
by the offer of more lucrative positions elsewhere, but we 
were very fortunate in filling the vacancies, and the delay 
caused by the change was in most cases but temporary. 
There has been some improvement in the methods of in- 
struction. The topical method of recitation is pursued in 


more of our schools than formerly, and with good results. 

The one thing that is wanting in most of our schools 
to-day is the habit of close and continued application. It is 
so much easier, when the pupil meets with difficulties, for 
the teacher to do the thinking for him, than to teach him 
to think for himself, very few teachers can resist the temp- 
tation. We have proved most conclusively that the only 
way to learn to read is to vead, that the only way to learn to 
write is to wrzte, and it is no less true that the way to learn 
to think is by thinking. The teacher who makes her pupils 
use their own brains may not be able to go over so many 
pages of the books, but she will certainly achieve the great- 
er success inthe end. ‘There has never yet been found, nor 
ever will be, any way to educate a child in anything that is 
valuable, except by effort on his part. All other methods 
. are shams and will certainly end in failure. Another evil 
resulting from this want of personal effort on the part of the 
pupil is, that much of the work in the schools is superficial 
and necessarily so. Teachers are expected to make every- 
thing so simple that no thought is required on the part of 
the pupils; what they learn is a mere act of memory; conse- 
quently their reasoning faculties are undeveloped and when 
they take up studies requiring some thought and mental ma- 
turity, soon fail to be interested, and either drop them alto- 
gether or drag along with no benefit to themselves, a burden 
and discouragement to their classes and teachers.

gives up after the first trial of a difficult problem and calls in 
the aid of the teacher, who makes the successful man. My 
attention has been directed to this stbject by giving sim- 
ple problems to be performed mentally; and I have been sur- 
prised to find how few,comparatively, could carry on the most 
simple mental process to any conclusion whatever. The 
remedy for this is ina great degree with the teacher. A 
pupil should never be told, what he can and should do for 
himself; in other words, abandon altogether what is known 
as the “pouring in process,” and substitute the substantial 
work of mind training.

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Discipline. 


The discipline in most of the schools has been very sat- 
isfactory; there have been but very few cases of corporal 
punishment reported, and it is to be hoped the day is not far 
distant when it can be abolished altogether. ‘We _ believe 
that parents are more responsible than teachers for the mor- 
al, intellectual, and physical training of children. It is im- 
portant that parents should realize theirresponsibility. They 
should regard the school merely as an azd to themselves in 
the performance of those high and difficult duties, which are 
involved in the physical, intellectual, and moral training of 
children. They should know what their children do in 
school as well as out of school, make frequent visits to the 
school room, and co-operate with the teacher as far as possi-

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Temperance in the Schools. 


STATUTE LAaw.—CHAP. 332. 


AN ACT REQUIRING PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE TO BE TAUGHT 
IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Be tt enacted, etc., as fo lows : 

SECTION I. Physiology and hygiene, which, in both di- 
visions of the subject, shall include special instruction as to 
the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics on 
the human system, shall be taught as a regular branch of 
study to all pupils in all schools supported wholly or in_ part 
by public money, except special schools maintained solely 
for instruction in particular branches, such as drawing, me- 
chanics, art, and like studies. Allacts or parts of acts relat- 
ing to the qualifications of teachers in the public schools 
shall apply to the branch of study prescribed in this act. 

SECTION 2. All penalties now fixed for neglect to pro-, 
vide instruction in the brances of study now prescribed by 
Jaw shall apply to the branch of study prescribed in this act. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect on the first day 
of August in the year eighteen hundred and eighty five. 


Approved June 16, 1885. 


In conformity to this statute, text books on this subject 
have been introduced, and are used in all the schools; the 
success attending their use depends very largely upon the 
teacher. If she is in sympathy with the movement good 
can but be the result ; if she is in doubt as to its expediency 
and simply tolerates it in the school-room, but little can be 
expected. I am happy to say that some of ourteachers have 
taken up the work in earnest. The influence of their in- 
struction may never be known. 

It is reported of Horace Mann that at the opening of 
one of the reformatory institutions of the State, he said, 
“it was worth all the cost if only one boy was saved from 
ruin.’ When asked if he had not colored this statement 
somewhat, replied,—‘ not if it was my son.” To this every 
parent, I think, must assent.

I recommend that the temperance pledge be introduced 
in all the public schools of the town above the primary 
grade ; not to be signed by any pupil unable to sign it in his 
own hand writing. The following plan is suggested, which 
has been tried in the city of Taunton with good succes: 

“Tn order to secure thoughtful action and foster the hab- 
it of ‘counting the cost’ before making promises, printed 
slips of paper, containing the témperance pledge, were given 
to pupils in schools and classes above the primary grade, 
with instruction to take them home for further consideration, 
and, after consulting with their parents in relation to signing 
them, to return them to their teachers, signed, if understand- 
ingly approved, blank, if after such consultation it should not 
be thought advisable to sign them.

It has been the aim of the committee having its supervision, 
to render it as valuable as possible to all classes of the com- 
munity. The standard for admission remains unchanged, 
and with the present population of the town it cannot be ma- 
terially raised. It should not be so high as to keep out all 
but the select few, nor so low as to impair its character and 
usefulness. We cannot maintain a school of respectable 
numbers, of the grade found in our larger towns and _ cities. 
I advise that there be some change in the courses of study 
and more time allotted to some of the branches taught; par- 
ticularly those of direct practical use in business. 

The Principal suggests also that the three vears Eng- 
lish course be extended to four years, which perhaps is advis- 
able, particularly if it can be arranged to meet the wants of 
the large number of pupils, who enter the school to acquire a 


a practical business education.

The following report, etc., prepared by the principal will 
be read with interest : 


SANDWICH, Feb. 7, 1887. 
Mr. Dillingham, 

My Dear Sir:—Please find enclosed the information 
desired in reference to the High school, In making my av- 
erages, I have been pleased to notice the good attendance of 
the school. It is a rare thing for a scholar to be absent for 
any other cause than sickness. When it is remembered that 
about one-fourth of the scholars are obliged to come several 
miles every morning, and that ahill is to be climbed by all, 
quite often, too, in the face of disagreeable weather, I think 
that an absence of ove, daily, in a school of more than fifty, 


is a very good record. The same can be said in reference to 


tardiness,—it is something almost unknown in the school. 
These facts are of interest, for they mean more than a good 
looking register. It is the spirit of the school, and is of 
incalculable value to the scholars, individually, and to the 
classes to which they belong. 

I took a few statistics the other day for my own amuse- 
ment, yet perhaps some of the results may be interesting to 
you. Every scholar attends school because there is a desire 
todo so. I thought there might be one or two, atleast, who 
came only from compulsion. Forty-four desire a higher ed- 
ucation, and nineteen announced their intention ai attend- 
ing some college or seminary. Forty-two of them read the 
daily newspapers. “A majority prefer ¢wo sessions, and two- 
thirds of the scholars favor the present location of the school 
house. I inquired how many hours were spent in study 
each day and the answers were very interesting. I 
saw very plainly why some scholars were obliged to go back. 
The question included a// time spent in study, in school and 
out, leaving out the time of recitation. he highest was 
eight hours, the lowest oxe hour and forty-five minutes. The 
average time spent is four hoursand forty minutes. There 
is considerable difference between the lowest and the average 
even, and yet I do not think the average high enough. Six 
hours a day is not too much study. That will allow two hours 
for each study. It is a very difficult thing to make progress 
in a class when a part study two hours a day and another 
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part seven and eight. Of course teachers and committees 
are powerless to remedy such a state of affairs, for much 
study must be done at home; still, it might be possible for 
parents to aid the teachers in their work. I speak of this 
because parents expect (as you of course know) that their 
children must make as brilliant records as every other schol- 
ar, regardless of existing conditions. 

As I reported some time ago, the number of books at 
the school, new and old, is about 625. The money which was 
received from the school entertainment last winter, has been 
expended in buying apparatus and reference books, and in 
defraying a part of the expenses of the last graduating class. 
Our school, in all probability, is better supplied with books 
and apparatus than any other school on the Cape, and yet, in 
some respects other schools have more advantages than ours. 


In several towns about us, there is a very good public 
library, the need of which in a school of this grade is very 
great. Personal] observation and individual investigation are 
invaluable aids to a scholar taking up a course of study, such 
as is afforded in the High school. It teaches him to seek 
truth for himself, at the same time bringing new material 
into the class room. The present teachers have endeavored 
to encourage the scholars to adopt this method of study, in- 
stead of confining themselves too closely to the text books 
in use. But the means with which to work are very limited. 
To be sure, they have an excellent cyclopzedia and a few ref- 
erence books on general topics, and these are of great value ; 
but a more extensive library is what is needed for such work. 
I have mentioned this subject in connection with school 
work, for I think they should go hand in hand. 


Something ought to be done, for surely progressive 
Sandwich should not be behind neighboring towns. A small 
library at the school would, indeed, be a great aid, but a 
public library would give all classes an opportunity to receive 
the benefit of its presence. Sandwich is entitled to a great 
deal of praise for the very general and active interest which 
is taken in the education of her children; but should she not 
add another good act to her excellent record by providing for 

e culture and enlightenment of all her citizens?

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Text Books. 


An important item of expense in school administration 
is the act of the Legislature requiring cities and towns to 
supply public schools with books and materials free of charge. 
This law has now been in operation two years. It was hoped 
and expected that after the second year at least, the expense 
would be comparatively small, as most books owned and used 
by the pupils would by that time be replaced by the free 
books. We can but hope that another year will show a much 
reduced expenditure in the accounts, but our experience is 
that of every town in the State. I advise a change in the 
method of supply, that teachers be held in some degree ac- 
countable for the books and materials used in their rooms ; 
that a separate account be opened with each room, that at 
the end of the year the agent may know exactly how much 
has been expended in each.

That our schools have been very much improved within the 
past few years must be apparent I think to the most casual 
observer, and if their present standard of excellence is to be 
maintained it must be largely by liberal appropriations, judi- 
ciously expended. But says, Secretary Dickinson, “ Expe- 
rience has proved that the efficiency of the schools is never 
secured by the use of pecuniary means alone, but by the in- 
telligence and good will of the people in organizing and 
administering their affairs.
